rP H R E E centuries ago a Dutch 
m athem atician and astronomer 
made certain discoveries that later 
enabled the great Sir Isaac New­ 
ton to develop some of his theories 
on gravity, and that m ade it eas­ 
ier for succeeding astronomers to 
study the heavens. 
The scientist Avas Christian H uy­ 
gens. 
He was first to design a 
pendulum clock and to use* the 
sw inging weight to determine the 
rate of increase in speed of a 
falling body. 
Huygens built the first telescope 
of any considerable power, and 
with it discovered the ring around 
Saturn, besides one of the planet’s 
moons. 
In describing these dis­ 
coveries, he also revealed an in­ 
vention of his own by which as­ 
tronom ers could measure small an­ 
gles between objects seen through 
a 
telescope. 
Finally, 
Huygens 
proposed the wave theory of light 
which now is challenged by advo­ 
cates of the “corpuscular" theory. 
For all 
t h i s 
H u y g e n s was 
highly h o n o r e d 
both at home and 
abroad. A sketch 
of him appears 
on one of N ether­ 
lands’ ‘‘child wel­ 
fare" stam ps of 
1928.
